about him, unleſs ſtopp'd in my Career by ſome 


| Queſtion, to which I returned a wounding Anſwer, 
and then fell to my wantoning again. Of this

Sort was my Sorrow for a Friend, when a Boy; 
but as I advanced in Years was taught by Expe- 
rience and the Practice of the World, that it was 


courteous to ſeem affected, but not neceſſary to be 
real, for the Sufferings of a Friend. 


You may now ſuppoſe, Mr. Dunlevie's diſorder- 


ed Head was not qualified as uſual to teach Lan- 
guages, Morals, and Philoſophy; he therefore gave 
up the Care of the School to his firſt Uſher, and 
beſt Scholar that would accept it; and, by meer 
Favour and eſpecial Grace, thoſe who were under 
eight Years old, were committed to my Charge, 
with ſome Limitations, ſuch as being ſubject to 
the firſt Inquiſitors. This Dominion over my 
Equals, made me exult and lord it, for no Com- 
plaints would be heard of my Miſconduct. 

If you look and enquire, you will find in the 
World, I was not the firſt advanced to Covern- 
ment by Watching, Pimping, or betraying a Bo- 
ſom Friend, In this Station my Avarice ſoon ap- 
peared, for there was not a Penknife, Inkhorn, or 
Penny of Money among the young Fry that I did 

not take a Liking to, and try to get. e 
As to poor Dunlevie and his Wife, their Lives 
were moſt deplorable; no Words can repreſent 
them better than the holy Scripture does the Hor- 
rors of Hell, where you ſee nothing but weeping, 
wailing, and gnaſhing of Teeth. Gregory was ob- 
liged to withdraw, Dunlevie and his Wife had ſe- 
parate Beds, and continual Upbraidings when to- 
gether; the cruel and unjuſt World deſpiſing him 
for his Wife's Practices. Wretches are pitied who 
ſuffer for their own Crimes, how much greater 1s 
the Object who ſuffers for the Ingratitude and 
Crimes of another? 

But this ſort of Life did not laſt two Years ; by

People came out of their Houſes to behold us, 
ge, notwithſtanding which we heedleſly moved on, a 
to | flow and ſolemn Pace, till the giddy- headed Mob 
gave us, at quitting the Town, a ſevere Farewel, 
by a Shower of Dunghill and Street Dirt, which 
obliged us to mend our Trot, to get rid of thoſe 
taſteleſs Scoundrels, We gave them a few Curſes 
for this Indignity, fo unprovoked, and after clean- 
ing ourſelves as well as we could, reſolved, for 
fear of a ſecond Part to the ſame Tune, not to 
play going through any other Town or large Vil- 
lage. 
The ſecond Day after this Adventure we came 
to Dublin, and ſet up our Horſes in Thomas-ſtreet. 
I (like others unaccuſtomed to great Cities) was 
ſurprized at the Concourſe and Hurty of the Peo- 
ple. I was conducted to King-ſtreet near Stephen's- : 
green, where my Father and Family lived, admi- | 
ring every Street I paſſed through, and imagining 
myſelf in a new World. I was moſt affectionate- 
ly received by my Parents, Brothers, and Siſters, 4 
whom I often made laugh at my Adventures at | 
Dunlevie's. I had then a moſt excellent Brother 
called Redmond Bradſtreet ; he was bred to the Law, 
and would have made a moſt ſhining Figure at 
the Bar, had he lived in Health a few Years lon- 
ger. This Brother ſoon called me to Taſk, to f 
know what Progreſs I had made in my Learning, a 
and 
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and finding it was very little, he took my. In- 
ſtruction upon himſelf, and in leſs than a Year 
did me more Service than I ever received be- 
fore. 
| A ſhort time after I came home, my Father in- 
vited one Mrs: Ingram, a fine Woman, to a 
Lodging in his Houſe, he having a great Friend- 
ſhip for her Huſband, who was then a Priſoner in 
the Four-Court-Marſhalſea for ſeveral great Sums: 
This Lady had a Fortune independent of her Huſ- 
band. No body will be ſurprized at me, who got 
ſo early an Habit of minding other People's Buſi- 
neſs more than my own, if I had an Eye upon 
Mrs. Ingram's Conduct, who gave me Opportuni- 
ty enough, and was a very intriguing Woman. 
The firſt that was taken Notice of was a young 
Officer of the Army, who, ſhe ſaid, was a near 
Relation of hers: His Viſits were very frequent, 
and her Treats for him very expenſive; which 
made my Brother expoſtulate freely with her, and 
ſay, it was a Shame to be ſo boundleſs in her Ex- 
travagance upon a Relation, while her Huſband 
lay languiſhing in Gaol, and had but twenty Shil- 
lings a Week allowed him. She then and always 
declared a great Affection for her Huſband, and 
ufed to ſee him every Day. 
Notice being thus taken of her, the Officer was

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As the furniſhing theſe Taverns would be very 
expenſive, my Advice was to hire Furniture for 
fourteen or fifteen Days: My Confederates went 
farther; for Liewell, with the Aſſiſtance of Fron 
impoſed himſelf upon many Tradeſmen, and it is 
a Doubt with me, whether the ſham Prince ef 
Paſſau made greater Havock in Dublin than theſe 
two did in London; in five Days they got from the 
King's Smith, Glazier and Cabinet-maker, the 
Prince of Wales's Pewterer, and a Variety of 
other Tradeſmen and Wine Merchants, as much 


Goods as by the Bills came to fourteen hundred 


Pounds, which were all to be paid in twenty Days. 


I difapproved of this Fraud, and do now appeal to 
the Tradeſmen concerned, if I was not the Cauſe 


of having all their Goods returned them, which 
broke Friendſhip between my Confederates and 
me from that Hour to this: I agreed chearfully to 
ſcheme againſt the World, and get as much as we 


could by a little from each, but never againſt Far 


ticulars. 
But to proceed: I hired one T, who 
was / Cook to the famous Count Munich when he 
was ſeized in Ruſſia and baniſhed to Siberia, whoſe 
Abilities in that Profeſſion were well known, and 
was to give him at the Rate of ſixty Guineas a 
Year; he furniſhed us with Bills of Fare, v:z. ſix 
Haunches of Veniſon, fix Turbets, twelve Weſt 
balia Hams and Chickens, ten Sirloins of Beef, 
ten Saddles of Mutton, Variety of Puddings, four 
Amphilias, ten Pheaſants, and ten Hares ; the 
whole to be dreſſed in the higheſt Taſte. All 
Well-wiſhers to Old England were invited by the 
the News-papers to this Dinner; the 6hip in 
Chancery-lane and Old Lebeck in the Strand were 
the Houſes; we had them opened, and Wine ſold

as well as we could about this Dinner; in Coffee- 
houſes we uſed to ſay, there was a great deal more 
meant by it than the Public knew, in order to 
rouſe the Curioſity of thoſe who had good Dinners 
at home. V . 5 

T heard of a great and public Dinner at Higi- 
gate, and was drove in my Chariot to it ; I wore 
a Star and Garter, but over them had a Camblet 
Coat, to conceal them in caſe any in Company 
knew me, if not to ſhew them; when I came 
there Fortune ſeemed to declare againſt me, for 
one of my intimate Acquaintance was ſtanding at 
the very Door I wanted to get into; I inſtantly 
diſtorted my Face, and paſſed him without his ta- 


king the leaſt Notice of me, and had the Pleaſure 


to ſee him go away immediately after. 
J ſoon got acquainted with ſome of the ſelect 
Company, and they introduced me among the 


| midſt of the reſt: My Cook's Bill of Fare was 
their greateſt Subject, each Man declaring what 


Part of it he would wiſh to be at. I ſurvey'd the 
Company, and judged them to be moſtly Perſons 


whoſe utmoſt Views and Ambition were confined to 


eat and drink well, 1 
Various were the Opinions of this Company 
about our London Feaſt; when I perceived none 


among them knew me, I unbuttoned my Coat 


and diſplayed my Types of Diſtinction ; I foon 
ſaw the ſudden Effects my ſuppoſed Greatneſs had 
upon them, by their huſhing one another into Si- 
lence, and giving me only Leave to ſpeak. I 
addreſſed their Capaciti:s as well as I could by 


broken Sentences, that hinted many Things, but

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cleared nathing. My Endeavours were uſed to 
perplex their Thoughts and Judgments; I told 
them, that at next Wedneſday's Dinner I hoped 
we would be informed who were to rule the Roaſt, 
that hitherto honeſt Men were kept from ſhuMing 
the Cards, becauſe they would caſt Knaves out 
from the Company of Kings, but we would make 
them know, Turn about was fair Play, and that 
two and three made five, though many Words did 
not fill a Buſhel. 
In the midſt of this affecting Speech, I was in- 
terrupted by one who had the Appearance of a 
well-fed Man; he had the Bill of Fare drawn in 
Writing out of a News-paper in his Hand, and 
obſerved there was no Beans and Bacon mentioned 
in it, nor did he like the Word Variety as to the 
Puddings, for they were as worthy of being par- 
ticularized as any other Part of the Bill. He was 
reproved by all the Company for breaking in 
upon me, for which he begged my Pardon. I 5 
then told him, that Bread was not mentioned, tho? hi 
no Dinner could be very good without it; that E. 
Beans and Bacon were as neceſſary at this Seaſon ar 
of the Year, and would certainly be among the a] 
great Variety of Eating they were to have; but ed 
to be particular as to Puddings would fill half a 
News- paper, every Man might be ſure to find his 
favourite one at Dinner, for the Head Cook had 
ſpent many Years in the Deſarts of Siberia. Ob- 
ſerve, the Deſarts of Siberia is the worſt Place in 
| the World to perfect a Cook, but his being abroad 
any where gave them a high Opinion of his Abil- 
ties. . 

He ſeemed greatly pleaſed with my Reaſons, 
and then I proceeded thus with the Company, 
that we ought no longer to be ignorant but know 
what was doing, and ſee who and who were toge- 


ther; that we paid a great deal of Money for

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knocking the French in tie Head, but the Work 


was not yet done, and when it would the Lord of 
Oxford knew ; that at Levees you might ſee many 


a {miling Face with an aching Heart, bowing or

Promiſe; in ſhort, that there was little Perform- 
ance among them, nor would there ever be much, 
until the good People of England were all in heir 
Secrets, if they ' had any, which I very much 
doubted, and then recommended the Conſideration 
of theſe Matters to them. They all greatly ap- 
proved of what I ſaid, for which I may thank my 


Star and Garter, and hoped the French might be 
. humbled and the 7: kept away; they promiſed 
to take Share of the Dinner, and bring all the 


Friends they could with them; I then took my 
Leave and went to London, and at Night met 
From and Liewell, who told me how indefatigable 
they had been. 

They next Day I fat with a Trading Juſtice in 
his Offee; there came a Woman to him to lodge 
Examinations againſt her Huſband for beating her, 


and ſhewed ſome Marks of Violence; the Juſtice 
aſked her how ſhe had provoked him? ſhe anſwer- 


ed, © Pleaſe your Worſhip, I only ſaid he minded 
* nothing but filling his dirty Guts, and did not 


care what became of other Peoples B-llies.?” 
* And why did you ſay fo? replied the juſtice ;' 


c“ hecauſe, faid ſhe, he ſhewed me a Ticket he 
* gave a Crown for to go to a great Feaſt on 


* Wedneſday next, where all the Buſineſs of the 


Nation is to be ſettled ; he defired me not to 
&« fret or vex him till that Day was paſt, or that 


+ he could not eat a Bit; this provoked me, and 
I confeſs I did not ſpare my Tongue upon him.” 


* You did very ill, Woman, ſaid the Juſtice, for

When the Woman's Buſineſs was done, the 
Juſtice aſked me, what I thought the Meaning of 
the Feaſt was; .I told him I could not tell, but 
heard ſeveral Perſons of Diſtinction would be at it; 
the Juſtice replied, he heard Yeſterday, where he 
dined at a Pariſh Feaſt, a conſiderable Man in- 
tended to make his Intereſt at it for the next Elec- 
tion, that he hed it from a Gentleman in the Se- 
cret, which I judged to be my induſtrious Front; 
he aſked me what the 4mphilias mention'd in the 
Bill of Fare was; I told him it was the inſide of 
ſeveral Sirloins of Beef cooked in ſo exquiſite a 
Manner as to delight every Taſte, He was glad 


ro hear it, and ſaid, that was the Part of a Sirloin 


he liked beſt. I rook my Leave of him, and 


walked by each of our Tavern Doors, and had 


the Pleaſure to ſee a great many coming out of 
them reading their Tickets; incredible are the 
Numbers who took them, one thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and thirty fix were diſpoſed of; the Night 
before the Feaſt we diſcharged our Servants and 
paid them well, got two Bottles and put two Pan- 


__tomime Figures, reſembling Men in Miniature, 


half into them, and faſtened one to each Door, 
with the following Words wrote in large Capitals 
in Chalk from their Mouths, YOU ARE ALL 
BOT I'LED BY G—D. 


Judge you of the Amazement of the Town, 


and thoſe who paid for Tickets, next Day, when 
Crouds were beholding thoſe Doors and Windows 
ſhut up, and looking at the little criminal Panto- 
mimes, and reading the Words that were wrote ; 
one in Extaſy among them, who had a Ticket, 


declared, he forgave the Bottle-Conjurer, though 
this was the ſecond time he had bit him, becauſe 
he was ſo often upbraided by his Neighbours for 
3 „ 
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going to ſee him at the Hay-market, who by way 
of Deriſion would ſhew him their Tickets, and fay, 
there was no Impoſition in a good Dinner. 

This Scheme fell moſtly upon a duller Set than 


thoſe who were diſappointed when I was to go into 


the Bottle; theſe in their low Wit made a Jeſt of the 
others, but this Diſappointment did not leave 


them a Word to ſay; it exceeds Belief the Buſineſs 


Trading Juſtices had for five or fix Days after, on 
account of Quarrels, occaſioned by the Perſons 


who had eſcaped inſulting thoſe who had purcha- 


ſed Tickets, many having kept themſelves up to 
Faſt, that they might take away (as the Phraſe 
ſays) as much of this Dinner as they could ; but 
none grieved at the Diſappointment fo much as a 
Man near Moorgate, who attempted to hang him- 


ſelf; this and the Affronts of his Neighbours, who 
called him when paſting by Ticket Dinner, were the | 


only Reaſons aſſigned for his Raſhneſs. 


None were ſo really afflicted at the Taverns be- 


ing ſhut up as the Tradefmen who fold their 
Goods, and which were now in thoſe abandoned 
Houſes : Front, Liewell, and I had ſome warm 
Debates how to diſpoſe of them, but I inſiſted on 


having them returned, and accordingly next Day 


ſent the Keys, and had all the Goods delivered to 
thoſe who ſent them in; this occaſioned ſuch a 


Breach between us that we never after confede- 
rated. | 


[ was at this time worth about 1 hundred 


Pounds, that is to ſay, my Concerns and Furniture 


in Blue Anchor Alley eſtimated at ſeven hundred 


Pounds, my Freehold in Ireland at four hundred, 


and about four hundred in ready Money; the 
Weight of which clogged my Invention, and made 
me give over Scheming, till lightened of the grea-

teſt Part of it by unavoidable Strokes, and left an 
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Example to verify the old Proverb, What's got over 
the Devil's Back is ſpent under his Belly. 

I now determined to quit the buſy World, 


and retire to that Part of Ire/and where I ſpent 


moſt part of my Youth, and accordingly lett my 
Concerns in London to a Relation of my own, 
whom I had employed a Year before to look af- 
ter them at half a Guinea a Week; he behaved 
faithfully and well in that Station, and married to 
ſome Advantage. I was greatly obliged to his 
Father, a worthy Gentleman in Treland, then dead, 
which made me deterinine to do all in my Power 
for his Son, who was to pay me an hundred and 
thirty Pounds a Year, clear profit Rent, which was 
fifty Pounds a Year leſs than I could have ſet them 
for to another. h 55 
At this time my Siſter, by my Letter of Attor- 
ney, ſet my Frechold, and got by a Fine and ſome 
Rent due ſixty five Pounds, which ſhe had put 
into Dillon's Bank, to be remitted to me to Lon- 
don; a Letter with a Bill incloſed in it, upon Dil- 
lon in London, was ſent to me without any previ- 
ous Advice, at which time I was travelling from 
England to Ireland; this Letter and Bill was recei- 
ved by my Relation who lived in my Houſe and 
had my Concerns; he got two Confederates to 
join him, one Hu and G——e D van, 
who perſonated me at Dillon's in London, and re- 
ceived the Money ; this Villainy was confeſſed by 
H—— vey, ſince executed at Tyburn, a few Mi- 
nutes before he was hanged : But my Relation 
went farther, he fold all my Furniture, which coſt 
me above five hundred Pounds, for leſs than one 
hundred; by this Action 1 loſt my Concerns and 
all I had in England, which were worth above eight 
hundred Pounds. | 
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This Misfortune obliged me to think of {ome 
Buſineſs, I accordingly ſet up a ſmall Brewery 
within fifty Miles of Dublin, and went on with 
great Succeſs in the Beginning; an intimate Ac- 
quaintance I had there pryed into my Buſmeſs, 
and thought it very beneficial, which made him 
{ell out of the Army, and ſet up a Brewery in the 
ſame little Fown : I was juſtly alarmed at the In- 
tereſt he had with the Surveyor of Excife, with 
whom I ſtood pretty well before ; he was his God- 


father, and was at this time, and had been for 


many Years before, in the greateſt Friendſhip 


with his Father and Mother, which was well ſecu- 
red by Intereſt. 


Filled with the Apprehenſions of what follow'd, | 
1 applied upon the firſt Notice to the Gentleman's 


Father and Mother, and repreſented to them, 
that the Town was too little for two Breweries, 


for which Reaſon I would ſell my Utenſils to 


them cheaper than they could have the like from 


Dublin, and by their purchaſing mine no body - 


would contend the Trade with them; they conſi- 
dered this Propoſal a while, at length 1 was an- 
ſwered, that my Utenſils were too ſmall ; but they 
afterwards found it was bad Policy not to purchaſe 
them, for I maintained a doubtful Struggle with 
them for near two Years, tho' the Surveyor was 


combined with them to ruin me. 


To ſatisfy the World in the Truth of this, I 
muſt go into the Sur —or's Character: As to his 


Family, he has no more to ſay for himſelf than 
that he married a Gentleman's Daughter, by which 
he got the Intereſt of ſome Men of the beſt For- 


tunes in that Neighbourhood : The firſt Thing 


that made him notorious in that Country was, 


getting himtelf on a Jury for a Trial upon a iff 
prius, where Juſtice HW. 


d preſided as Judge; 


the Caſe was ſo plain, his eleven Brother Jurors 
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immediately agreed, but he held out ; the Judge 
aſked him his Reaſon ; he anſwered, that he had a 
great Family to take care of, and that agreeing 
with the reſt of the Jury was. contrary to his In- 
tereſt; it happened at this time that Boys were 
crouding a Window in the Seſſion-houſe, and a 
Bailiff was routing of them out; the Judge ſtopt 
him, and bid them ſtay a while and behold (point- 
ing to the Sur—or) the moſt audacious and per- 

jured Villain that ever appeared in a Court of Juſ- 
| tice, that they might remember him the longeſt 
Day they had to live, and abhor his Practices. 
You may judge whether this was a fit Man to have 


it afterwards in his Power to ruin the King's Subs 
jects, which he has many that I can name; his 
Temptation is great, for he gets half the Fines of 


thoſe he ſwears againſt and convicts, and ſometimes 
cheats the King of his Part, which ſhall be ſhewn 
before I am done with him, . 
I muſt inform you that the Father of my Rival 
in Trade was an Exciſeman in this Town, and 
liked it ſo well as to follow Buſineſs in it, and at 
the Age of thirty five Years to quit the Exciſe ra- 


ther than remove, but got himſelf repreſented ſu- 


perannuated, by which he had a Charity of ten 
Pounds a Year given to him, though his Father 
ſerved in Derry in ſome Branch of the Revenue 


for twelve Years after: Unleſs the taking Leaſes 


of as good Land as any in Ireland for leſs than half 
Value, the building of Dwelling Houſes and good 
Offices for himſelf and Tenants, and allo a Brewery 


and Still-houſes and fixing them properly for Work, 


the keeping of Hounds and Horſes, and enabling his 


Sons to maintain Whores, and alſo keeping a gen- 
teel Carriage for the Sur—-or and his Family to go 


abroad in, and bang a Shop as well furniſhed as 
any one in the Country of Jreland, at that Dil- 


tance from Dublin, and as well taken Care of with 
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as active Vigour and Health by himſelf as ever 
Farms, Shop, or any other Buſineſs was minded 
by any Man, renders a Perſon an Object of Chari- 
ty, I know nothing elſe that could entitle him to 
it; theſe were the Father's Circumſtances before 
the Son ſold a Warrant he had in a Regiment of 
Dragoons, except building the Brewery. Thus 
you may ſee how Charities are abuſed and diſpoſed 
of, and that a young Man in his Health and 
Coach ſhall receive an Alms, before a Man worn 
out by many Years Service, and reduced to the 
greateſt Miſery, tho' they were only intended for 
ſuch ObjeQs. edits 

When my Rival began to brew, it was a con- 
ſtant Praftice with him and the Sur—or to be 
drove to my Cuſtomers, where they ſaid every 
Thing that could entice them from me; the Sur- 
y—or in particular aſſuring them he would give 
them better Ale than mine for ſeventeen Shillings 
a Barrel. „ 8 | 96 
Beſides this Cruelty, he laid me under all the 3 
illegal Hardſhips that was poſlible ; I had at one iq 
Time forty three Barrels of Ale ſouring, the Sur- 
v—or would not let me do what is commonly 
practiſed by Brewers in ſuch Caſes, and which | 
they have a Right to by Law, to fave Drink in 1 
that Condition, without paying Exciſe over again, 
by which Injuſtice I loſt the whole, and never 

made a Penny of them; he would ſummon me 

and my Servants thirty Miles from home, when 

no Trial was intended or thought of, becauſe he | 
knew we were obliged to go. 5 4 

When all this fort of Ulage could not make me N 

give over Buſineſs, he told me in the public 

Street, · in the hearing of five Perſons, if I con- 

tended any longer with the other Brewer, that he 

would ruin me or burnt, his Books; I anſwered, I 3 
would have him repreſented to the Commiſſio 

ners; * y 
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ners ; to which he replied, his Intereſt was ſo good 
with them he did not value my Repreſentations, 
however, I prevailed on the five Perſons who heard 
him declare himſelf in this Manner, to make affi- 


davits directly of what he ſaid, before the only Ma. 


giſtrate in Town. 

There was one Par —ſole in this Town a Gau— 
ger under him, who had ſerved thirty Vears in 
that Office, and was for doing Juſtice between 


Party and Party, he diſcovered ſome Barrels of 


Ale concealed by my Competitor, which he ſhew- 


ed the Sur—or; to {mother this Concealment, 


the Sur—or reported of Parole, that he favou- 
red me, and that he was behind in his Acconnts 
ſeventy Pounds, upon which he was diſmiſſed by 
the Commiſſioners. = 
As to his favouring me, I declare, for the Satiſ- 
faction of every impartial Reader, he did not; as 
to being deficient in his Accounts, it is certain 
there was, by Fraud and clandeſtine Management, 
a Paper given under his Hand, to ſcreen in part 
this very. Sur—or and others, by which he ac- 
knowledged to owe a Sum of Money, he himſelf 
is my Author for this; I have likewiſe ſeen his 
own Accounts, which are in his Favour, This 
poor unhappy Man has been endeavouring for a 
Trial theſe two Years paſt before the Commiliio- 
ners, and could not obtain it; inſtead of his favou- 
ring me, my Utenſils paid more Exciſe than any 
in the Kingdom of equal Bignels 
The next Officer who ſucceeded him was one 
- D——geon, an honeſt Mar, he deſired me to take 
care of myſelf, that my Ruin was intended ; he 
would do nothing for the Sur—or, to diſtreſs me, 
but what was legal, for which Reaſon he was re. 


9 moved by him in two Months, and died of a bro- 


ken Heart by the Sur —or's hard Uſage; ſoon af- 
ter he was ſucceeded by one who diſtreſſed me is 
| 25 | the 
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the utmoſt of his Power, for my Houſe and Con- 
cerns were conſtantly rummaged, Sundays not ex- 
cepted. | By 
The Sur—or found a large Concealment of 
Pot Ale with a Houſekeeper in Town, ſuch as 
Diſtillers uſe, and charged me as the Owner. I 
here digreſs, and inform you how I was otherwiſe 
circumſtanced: When I went to England I owed 


one Savage, by being bound for another, above 
eighty Pounds; in the courſe of many Years, with 


Intereſt, it amounted to an hundred and forty ſe- 
ven Pounds : Upon quitting this Kingdom I left a 


Letter of Attorney with a young Relation of mine, 
but he was to be ſubject to his Mother's Advice in 


my Affairs, who received for upwards of ſeven 


Years fifty Pounds a Year belonging to me, ſub- 
ject to fourteen Pounds a Year Rent, and recover- 
cd a conſiderable Sum of Money due to me; he 


bought and compounded the Debts I owed, and 


had Judgments entered againſt me in his own 


Name, and in the Name of other Perſons in Truſt 
for him ; he let my Freehold run in Arrear fifty- 


fix Pounds, though by a Letter under his own 
Hand he confeſſed receiving all the Rent due out 


of it, except one Pound eighteen Shillings, and 


did not ſend me thirty Pounds to England all the 
time of my being there. He is now dead. 
At the Time the Sur—or was wrecking me I 


was ejected for an Arrear of Rent, and in the 
Hands of one that was inexorable, Savage bein 
allo very uneaſy for his Money; I had all theſe 
_ Difficulties to reſiſt together, which obliged me 


to fell my Freehold for four hundred and forty 


Pounds; I paid off the Arrear, and Mr. Savage 


eighty two Pounds of his Debt, and above two 
hundred Pounds more that I owed for building a 
new Brewery and Malt-houſe, - and other Things. 
The Sur—or had me ſummoned to Trial for the

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Pot Ale; and although the Man in whoſe Houſe 
it was found confeſſed, nay ſwore it was his own 
the Miller who ground the Grain alſo ſwore it to 
be his Property where it was found, and five Wit. 
neſſes more gave Evidence to the ſame Purpoſe, 
yet the Sur—or ſwearing that I privately con- 


feſſed to him it was mine, I was convicted and 


8 eight Pounds, of which he got four for his 
ath. 

It is happy for the Subject, in all other Caſes 
except the Revenue, that no Perſon intereſted will 
be truſted with an Oath. It was not very proba- 
ble I would truſt the Sur or with ſuch a Secret, 
„who was then, and had been long before, my de- 
clared Enemy.

While my Trial was depending, and Sentence 
not given, in the Houſe where the Court was held, 


, Without any Provocation, I was aſſaulted and ſtruck 


by the Sur—or and two Exciſemen, and obliged 


to quit the Place, tho' I was not to depart without 


Licence, or be ſubject to a Fine. 
I ſent the Commiſſioners a Memorial againſt the 


Sur—or, who referred his Trial to thele good 


* My firſt Charge againſt him was Partia- 
ity, which I proved by credible Witneſſes, tho 
they were continually inſulted whilft giving their 


Teſtimony, by ſtroaking their Heads or pulling 


their Hair. My next Charge againſt him was, 
that he betrayed the Truſt of Office repoſed in 


him, and cheated the King; to prove this Fact, I 


produced a Writing under his own Hand. The 
Judges ſaid they would not read it, for they had 
no ſuch Orders from the Commiſſioners : Deſpair- 
ing of having Juſtice done me here, I went to 
Dublin to the Commiſſioners, and was introduced 


to them by a Member of Parliament; they heard 


me relate all you have read, and told me, if | 
could prove any Part of what 1 alledged agaiz\t 
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the Sur—or, he ſhould be diſmiſſed ; That Day 
Month was appointed for the Trial, and the Se- 
cretary ordered to examine if it was a Holy-day, 


for fear I ſhould be diſappointed. This expected 


Trial before Men of Honour and Juſtice, gave me, 
and others diſtreſſed by him, high Spirits; there 


were fourteen Perſons ready to go to Dublin, fully 


prepared to prove Bribery, Corruption, Partiality, 
and betraying the Truſt repoſed in him; but, 
alas! he was acquitted without our being heard. 

Five Days before the Time appointed, I receiv'd 
an Account that the Commiſſioners would not give 


me a Trial; this was as great a Shock to me as I 


ever received. Doubting this Intelligence, after 


their Faith and Word to give me a Trial, I moun- 
ted a Gentleman well, and paid him a Crown a 
Day to ſollicit them again for one; in ten Days 
he returned, and confirmed what I had heard to 


be true. N 
| I brewed four times after, and now ſolemnly 
declare, I paid no leſs than ten Shillings a Barrel 
Exciſe, then was obliged to abandon my Concerns, 


that coſt me every way above four hundred Pounds, | 


and endeavour to fave all I could, as if out of the 
Fire. 3 3 

The following Circumſtance will prove what I 
have ſaid, as to his Partiality : When I brewed in 
that Town, the Exciſe of the Walk amounted to 
forty-five or forty-ſeven Pounds a Month ; now, 
though they have all my Cuſtomers and their own, 
and alſo two Stills, the Exciſe of the Whole does 
not come to ten Pounds a Month; for the Truth 
of this I refer you to the Exciſe Books. 

I muſt add another Practice of this Sur—or's, 


which I caſually heard travelling: I lay at Edge- 


worthflown at the Widow Kane's, who keeps a 


very good orderly Houſe, but herſelf drooping with 
Age and Troubles; Curioſity being natural to me, 
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and now my Buſineſs, I aſked her the Cauſe of her 
Sorrow ; ſhe anſwered, the whole Neighbourhood 


knew it, that her Sur—or (this was my Acquain- | 


tance) had attempted to arreſt her Son and only 
Comfort, at the Suit of one Fen—n, and obliged 
him to fly the Country ; I told her, he need not 
run away, that he might keep himſelf locked up 
till he made Matters eaſy; Sir, replied ſhe, 
there can be no Place ſecure from the Sur—or, 
% who ſearches every Room for Concealments, tl 
e he finds the Man he wants tq take; he had one 
4 P- al arreſted in the ſame maiiigg at Ballyma- 
© Zou; at Some-body 's Suft, who chanked him 
properly for it.” Such a Villain in a Nero's or 
Caligula's Reign might be expected, but ſure, un. 
der 10 juſt a King and mild a Government, it muſt 


ſurprize every one who hears it, that the Cries of 


Widows, and Numbers he has ruined to make a 
few, cannot bring him to a Trial, though they ſee 
him proſtitute the King's, Commiſſion and make ule 
of it as a Catch- pole. 

After being thus almoſt deſirdyed, 1 ee 
eleven Mile from this Town, to Multifurnam in
